‘Balance the key’ 


Humor has its

SAN DIEGO — Laughter has its place in the liturgy, 
two diocesan priests agree, but humor in homiletics 
requires balance. ‘‘You can’t be the Bill Cosby of the 
sanctuary,’’ Msgr. John Portman, pastor of Sacred Heart 
Church in Coronado said. 

He has “‘great respect for Cosby,’’ he added, but, 
‘Homilies can’t depend on humor....There has to be a 
balance.”’ 

THE DANGER of using humor in a homily, he said, is 
people may go away remembering only the jokes and not 
the point. Humor should support the word, not 
overshadow it, the priest added. 


Msgr. Portman uses humor only as an introduction to 
the homily, during announcements or if something funny 
happens during Mass. 

He is always on the lookout for a good story that fits the 
homily’s message. If he has no funny story, Msgr. 
Portman sometimes calls his priest friends for 
suggestions. Sometimes he has no humorous 
introduction, but he prefers that to using something that 
would detract from God’s word. 

IF SOMETHING unintentionally funny happens 
during Mass, “‘It is terribly unnatural to ignore it...it 
would be inappropriate not to recognize it.’’ The only 
time he would not acknowledge a funny slip-up is during 
the Eucharistic prayer. 

‘“‘A priest has to be an artist in the liturgy,’’ Msgr. 
Portman said. He has to be aware of what is going on and 
what is appropriate. 

On one extreme, a Mass can become so ‘‘ethereal’’ or 
“‘triumphal’’ that people will be unable to relate-to it. It 
can also get too ‘‘folksy’’ on the other extreme, he said. 
Humor is a great balancer, he added. 

BALANCE IS necessary, he said, because. worshipers 
want to experience the ‘‘awesomeness’’ and_ the 
“‘gentleness’’ of the Lord in Mass. 

““My basic principle is, ‘in humor — balance’...so you 
don’t become the gagman,’’ Msgr. Portman noted. 

The bridegroom fainted in the middle of his wedding.

then wilted,’’ quipped the priest who was conducting the 
ceremony.

That actually happened to Father Michael Gallagher’s 
cousin and is a good example of how wit can be used well 
in church, the priest said. 


Father Gallagher, pastor of the Immaculata, thinks 
there is a place for wit and humor from the pulpit. Wit is 
more intellectual than humor, he thinks. Humor is more 
‘‘all encompassing’’ than wit, he added. 


Msgr. O’Donaghue 
dies at age 79

BAY PARK — Bishop Leo T. Maher was main 
celebrant of the Mass of Christian Burial Jan. 4 for Msgr. 
Daniel O’Donaghue, who died of a heart attack Jan. 1. 
The Mass was concelebrated by Auxiliary Bishop Gilbert 
E. Chavez and 75 diocesan priests at St. Mary Magdalene 
Church, built by Msgr. O’Donaghue during his 22-year 
tenure as pastor here. 


Daniel O’Donaghue was born Oct. 16, 1905 in 
Killarney, Ireland, and attended St. Brendan’s Seminary 
in Killarney and St. Patrick’s Seminary in Thurles. He 
was ordained for the Diocese of Los Angeles-San Diego 
June 16, 1929 at St. Patrick’s College, Thurles. 


HIS FIRST appointment was at St. Anselm Church in 
Los Angeles. He also served at Holy Innocents Church in 
Long Beach and the Church of the Nativity in Los 
Angeles before coming to San Diego in 1934 as assistant 
at St. John the Evangelist. His assignments in the Diocese 
of San Diego included Sacred Heart Church in 
Coronado, St. Rita, St. John of the Cross, St. Joseph’s 
Cathedral and Holy Family. On June 29, 1953 he was 
named pastor of St. Mary Magdalene Church and 
remained there until his retirement Sept. 1, 1975. 

Msgr. O’Donaghue was eulogized by his close friend 
and former altar boy, Msgr. Rudolph Galindo, pastor of 
Our Lady of Guadalupe Church, Calexico. ‘‘The 55 
years of Msgr.

Bishop announces 
diaconate changes

ALCALA PARK — A temporary suspension of the 
recruitment and acceptance of diaconate applicants was 
recently announced in a letter by Bishop Leo T. Maher. 


A formation program for the diocese’s 61 permanent 
deacons is being planned to ‘‘strengthen and support”’ 
their ministries, Bishop Maher wrote in a letter to priests 
of the diocese. 


“‘TO ALLOW for the planning and implementation of 
this program, it willbe necessary to temporarily suspend 
recruiting and accepting applicants for the diaconate.’’ 
This suspension is not a termination, but an expansion of 
the program, he added. 


Father Patrick Foley, director of the Office of the 
Permanent Diaconate, said he hopes to admit more 
candidates after one year. In the meantime, he will work 
with a subcommittee of the 11-member executive board of 
the permanent diaconate to prepare guidelines for the 
formation program. 


“The deacons recognize the need, not just for 
continuing education, but for the formation of their whole 
lives,’? Father Foley said. ‘“They need a sense that their 
ministry is important,’’ and that the diocese is concerned 
about assisting them in fulfilling their commitment. 


HE IS assessing the deacons’ expectations by 
consulting with them and their wives. At deanery 
meetings he is gathering priests’ impressions of the 
“‘strengths and weaknesses of the diaconate program as 
they have experienced them in the last 13 years,’’ he 
explained. 


The ‘“‘specific elements’’ of deacons’ formation should 
include deepening their spirituality through annual 
retreats and regular spiritual direction, establishing a 
support system “‘through which they can minister to each 
other,’’ providing for ‘‘academic courses and 
practicums,”’ and strengthening relationships of deacons 
with priests and the bishop, Father Foley said. 


The directives being developed should aim at meeting 
the deacons’ individual needs by offering options for 
annual retreats and for spending a specified number of 
hours on continuing education, he said. 


SUBCOMMITTEES OF the executive board will also 
evaluate both the screening process for applicants to the 
diaconate and the four-year preparation program for 
ordination. 

In keeping with the U.S. bishops’ revised guidelines on 
the diaconate which emphasize social ministries, the 
present “‘social justice seminar will be expanded into a 


practicum’’ in which the ‘deacons: will do ‘‘on-site 
supervised work’’ in some area of social service, Father 
Foley said.

P&J COMMISSION ABOLISHED — 
Bishop Rene H. Gracida of Corpus Christi, 
Texas, has abolished the diocese’s 
Commission for Justice and Peace, citing 
‘‘disadvantages’’ of placing responsibility for 
social issues programs on one commission. 
The 21-member commission was established 
in 1982 in response to recommendations from 
initial drafts of the U.S. bishops’ pastoral 
letter on war and peace. It has sponsored 
seminars on nuclear disarmament, poverty 
and racism. 


SQUADS ACTIVE — Death squads in El 
Salvador have begun murdering people again 
after two months of inactivity, Archbishop 
Arturo Rivera Damas of San Salvador said 
Dec. 16. He said that according to reports 
from the archdiocesan legal aid office, death 
sqauds were responsible for three murders 
since Dec. 9. The bodies of the victims had 
been dismembered, usually taken as a sign in 
El Salvador that the murders were committed 
by death sqauds. The death squads, which 
draw their members from the country’s 
extreme right-wing, are suspected of killing 
thousands of political figures since 1979.

BISHOP NAMED — Pope John Paul II 
has named Bishop Joseph A. Fiorenza of San 
Angelo, Texas, as new bishop of Galveston- 
Houston. He ‘succeeds Bishop John L. 
Morkovsky, who retired in August at age 75. 
Bishop Fiorenza, 53, was originally a priest of 
the Galveston-Houston diocese. He was its 
chancellor from 1973 to 1979, when he was 
named bishop of San Angelo. 


A ‘CONSPIRACY’ — A panel of 
prosecutors has upheld an official

Jan. 1. The trip, June 9 and 10 to the northern 
Italian Veneto region, will take the pope first 
to Riese, the birthplace of Pope Pius X. 


HISTORIC OPPOSITION — More than 
one-third of all German priests actively 
opposed their country’s Nazi authorities 
during World War II, the West German 
bishops said in a recently published study. 
Vatican Radio reported Dec. 19 that the study 
found that 7,155 diocesan priests and 866 
priests from various orders ‘‘entered into 
conflict’’ with the Nazi rulers between 1933 
and 1945. The report said 169 died in 
concentration camps and 418 were deported. 


ORDAINED — Saying he has a duty to 
give ‘‘shepherd’s care’’ to his new diocese, 
Bishop John Francis Donoghue, 56, was 
ordained the second bishop of the Diocese of 
Charlotte Dec. 18 at the Charlotte Convention 
Center.

Visitadores por Cristo 


Programs bring His;

SAN DIEGO — As a follow-up to the diocesan 

campaign Come Home for Chnstmas five years ago, a 

program to bring fallen away Hispanic Catholics back to 
the Church was begun. 


About 700 people have been trained by Visttadores por 
Cristo (Visitors for Christ) to go into Hispanic 
neighborhoods and tell people about ‘‘the love.of God and 
Christ,’’ Guadalupe Huerta, the program’s coordinator 
said. 


“TO ACCEPT Christ and follow Him, you have to 
know more about the faith,’’ Huerta said. Program 
participants receive a 12-hour training session during 
which they are taught about the Bible, the Sacraments 
and the role of Mary in the Church, she said. 


Training sessions in Catholicism were needed to give 


those involved the knowledge necessary to answer 


questions about the faith, the coordinator said. 


Sister Alicia Sarre, of the diocesan office of Hispanic 
Evangelization, said the instruction vzsttadores receive 
helps them to withstand ‘‘attacks’’ by members of other 
faiths. ‘‘Some (Hispanic Catholics) have fallen away from 
the Church: because they are ignorant and don’t know 
about their faith,’’ Sister Sarre said. 


FIFTEEN PARISHES are involved in the program, 
Huerta said. Participants work as teams within a parish, 
visiting homes during the day and at night, she explained: 


Some visttadores have gone door-to-door and taken a 
census to determine people’s needs within a parish, 
Huerta said, citing Our Lady of Mount Carmel, San 
Ysidro, as an example. 


When calling on a home, visitadores talk with people for 
as long as they are willing to listen, the coordinator said. 


TO DETERMINE which houses to visit, the 
visitadores look for the streets where Hispanics live, she 
said. At Our Lady of the Sacred Heart; she explained, a 
table was set up outside the parish’s Spanish Mass. Those 
who attended were asked to give names of relatives and 
neighbors who do not go to Mass so a visttador could call 
on them at home, Huerta said. 


Visitadores are issued. identification cards, signed by 
their pastor, which they present when they visit homes, 
Huerta explained.

Huerta noted. ‘‘In 
fact, you might say, they’re pleasantly surprised,’’ she 
added. Some of those visited ‘‘encourage the visztadores to 
keep it (the visitations) up,’”’ she said. 

The program’s- biggest impact has been that more 
parents are taking their children to CCD class, Huerta 
commented. However, the program has also attracted 
more adults to Bible study class, she noted. 


Another result of the program is, after Hispanics 
become active in the Church through visitadores, they 
often branch out into other Hispanic activities within the 
Church, Huerta said. Some have become involved in 
RENEW, catechesis and in Spanish evangelization, she 
explained. 

BECAUSE SOME visitadores move on to other 
programs, new participants are constantly being trained, 
Huerta explained. Although hundreds have been trained 
in the last three years, not all have actually gone out as 
visitadores, Huerta said. “‘As the Bible says, many are 
called, but few respond...but at least they’ve been 
educated in religion,”’ she noted. 
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Huge tent covers mission 


SAN LUIS REY — A tent was erected over Old 
Mission San Luis Rey Jan. 7-11 to rid it of termites which 
have made their way through many of the mission.

Franciscan Father Michael Weishaar, superior of the 
mission friars, said ‘‘the job just had to be done. The 
church — a national historical landmark — the old friary 
where the friars live and the retreat center were infested 
with termites to such a degree that the complete 
extermination had been recommended.”’ 


. The friars and staff moved out for the week of 
extermination.

WOMEN INVITED — The bishops’ 
committee drafting a national pastoral letter 
on women is asking bishops across the country 
to hold diocesan-level consultations with 
women in 1985. The committee, headed by 
Bishop Joseph Imesch of Joliet, Ill., has 
scheduled a national hearing March 4-5 in 
Washington.

P&J COMMISSION ABOLISHED — 
Bishop Rene H. Gracida of Corpus Christi, 
Texas, has abolished the diocese’s

social issues programs on one commission. 
The 21-member commission was established 
in 1982 in response to recommendations from 
initial drafts of the U.S. bishops’ pastoral 
letter on war and peace. It has sponsored 
seminars on nuclear disarmament, poverty 
and racism. 


SQUADS ACTIVE — Death squads in El 
Salvador have begun murdering people again 
after two months of inactivity, Archbishop 
Arturo Rivera Damas of San Salvador said 
Dec. 16. He said that according to reports 
from the archdiocesan legal aid office, death 
sqauds were responsible for three murders 
since Dec. 9. The bodies of the victims had 
been dismembered, usually taken as a sign in 
E] Salvador that the murders were committed 
by death sqauds. The death squads, which 
draw their members from the country’s 
extreme right-wing, are suspected of killing 
thousands of political figures since 1979. 


BISHOP NAMED — Pope John Paul II 
has named Bishop Joseph A. Fiorenza of San 
Angelo, Texas, as new bishop of Galveston- 
Houston. He ‘succeeds Bishop John L. 
Morkovsky, who retired in August at age 75. 
Bishop Fiorenza, 53, was originally a priest of 
the Galveston-Houston diocese. He was its 
chancellor from 1973 to 1979, when he was 
named bishop of San Angelo. 


A ‘CONSPIRACY’ — A panel of 
prosecutors has upheld an official 
commission’s conclusion that Philippine 


opposition leader Beningo Aquino’s . 1983 
murder was part of a military conspiracy, said 
Reuters, the British news agency. The panel 
was scheduled to release it conclusions some 
time the week of Jan. 7, the agency reported.

Programs bring Hispanic Catholics home

SAN DIEGO — As a follow-up to the diocesan 
campaign Come Home for Christmas five years ago, a 
program to bring fallen away Hispanic Catholics back to 
the Church was begun. 


~ About 700 people have been trained by Visitadores por 
Cristo (Visitors for Christ) to go into Hispanic 
neighborhoods and tell people about “‘the love of God and 
Christ,’’ Guadalupe Huerta, the program’s coordinator 
said. 


“TO ACCEPT Christ and follow Him, you have to 
know more about the faith,’’ Huerta said. Program 
participants receive a 12-hour training session during 
which they are taught about the Bible, the Sacraments 
and the role of Mary in the Church, she said. 


Training sessions in Catholicism were needed to give 
those involved the knowledge necessary to answer 
questions about the faith, the coordinator said. 


Sister Alicia Sarre, of the diocesan office of Hispanic 
Evangelization, said the instruction vzsttadores receive 
helps them to withstand ‘‘attacks’’ by members of other 
faiths. ‘‘Some (Hispanic Catholics) have fallen away from 
the Church: because they are ignorant and don’t know 
about their faith,’’ Sister Sarre said. 


FIFTEEN PARISHES are involved in the program, 
Huerta said. Participants work as teams within a parish, 
visiting homes during the day and at night, she explained. 

Some visitadores have gone door-to-door and taken a 
census to determine people’s needs within a parish, 
Huerta said, citing Our Lady of Mount Carmel, San 
Ysidro, as an example. 

When calling on a home, visitadores talk with people for 
as long as they are willing to listen, the coordinator said. 


TO DETERMINE which houses to visit, the 
visitadores look for the streets where Hispanics live, she 
said. At Our Lady of the Sacred Heart; she explained, a 
table was set up outside the parish’s Spanish Mass. Those 
who attended were asked to give names of relatives and 
neighbors who do not go to Mass so a vzsttador could call 
on them at home, Huerta said. 


Visttadores are issued identification cards, signed by 
their pastor, which they present when they visit homes, 
Huerta explained. 


‘are doing this (going door to door),”’ 


The visttadores invite those they visit to Mass, providing 
information about Spanish Masses and other Spanish 
programs available at the parish, she said. ‘‘Some 


(Hispanics) don’t go to Mass because they don’t know 
where the church is or that they have Spanish Masses,”’ 
the coordinator said.

Huerta noted. ‘‘In

Congratulations! 


A practice which I have always admired, observed by most of 
our separated brethren, is the practice of advertising the sermon 
topic for the coming Sunday. Not only that, the preacher’s name 
is also customarily given. I like to think that this helps people to 
focus in advance, and also saves them the disappointments which 
Catholic people suffer as a result of the ‘‘Roman roulette’’ 
custom. Personally reading sermon topics of Protestant churches 
has helped me put together more than one sermon. 


Thus it was, 
advertisements of the various churches in the Saturday paper. 
One sermon topic hit my eye immediately: ‘‘Congratulations on 
Surviving Your Past Life-Experiences.”’ 


What a perfect title for a New Year sermon or article! No 
matter who you are, or what you have been through, you have 
survived it and you are still here to talk about it. And grow from 
it or grow past it. Congratulations! 


Remembering our past can be a prayer from the heart. A 
prayer of thanksgiving and a prayer of trust. If you are anything 
like me, the past has been a lot more exciting and challenging 
than anticipated. There have been experiences so painful that 
you may wonder how you got through them. At the same time, 
while no one chooses these heartbreaks, they can lead us to a new 
appreciation of our blessings as well as a new empathy for others 
who are suffering now. 


There have also been experiences so beautiful and uplifting 
that you may have wished they were eternal. As you know, they 
are not. But if beauty occurred once, it may occur again. Many 
of these ‘‘highs’’ were unexpected and therefore we can’t predict 
that nothing like them will ever happen again.

A friend once said to me that time is God’s way of preventing 
everything from happening at once.

My own life experiences have surely been mixed. I can get into 
trouble when I generalize on the basis of a few experiences. Life 
is a mixed bag and it is equally unreal to be unreservedly 
optimistic or pessimistic.

Speaking of remembering has led me to remember the first 
time I saw Dr. Martin Luther King. I was an undergraduate at 
Villanova University, and I believe the year was 1966. The 
university was awarding Dr. King an honorary doctorate, which 
ruffled a few feathers back in those days. Not the least of those 
who were miffed, according to rumors at that time, was the 
Cardinal Archbishop himself. 


The ceremony took place in the Villanova Field House, a huge 
basketball palace seating several thousand. I got there an hour 
early to make sure that I got seated. 


While I don’t remember most of what was said on the 
occasion, I remember quite well the way in which the presence of 
Martin Luther King, Jr., filled that building. I remember the 
hush and the electricity in the crowd as he spoke. I remember the 
ebullient smile which covered his face as he wavéd goodbye. I 
remember the hairs on my neck standing up as the crowd 
thundered its approval of his words.

Dear People of God: 
“‘T was a stranger and you welcomed me.’’ Mt. 25:35. 


These beautiful words of Jesus set the theme for this year’s 
National Migration Week, Jan. 7-12. As our Holy Father points 
out in his statement on Migrant’s Day: ‘“The Church, faithful to 
the Gospel and to the social teaching which flows from it, cannot 
allow economic, political, ideological or other such motives to 
prevail over consideration for human dignity and our condition 
as sons and daughters of the same Father.”’ 


Today, the Diocese of San Diego is welcoming the stranger 
and promoting the human dignity of the migrant through various 
endeavors. 


e Refugees (over 1,000 in 1984) from Southeast Asia, 
Africa, Eastern Europe, Asia and Central America have been 
welcomed and resettled in San Diego County by Catholic 
Community Services Office of Resettlement. 


¢ Documentation services for illegal entrants are provided 
by Centro de Asuntos Migratorios, an ecumenical project with 
offices in National City and El Centro. 


e A residential care program for illegal entrants in the 
custody of the U.S. Marshal is available through CCS. 


e Emergency services — food, clothing and _ basic 
necessities — for undocumented persons are provided by several 
parishes and institutions. 


e Catechetical and religious services for the 
undocumented in the northern part of San Diego County as well 
as part of Imperial County have been set up by local parishes. 


However, much more needs to be done to address the human, 
legal, educational and religious needs of refugees and migrants. 
Most migrants seek entry to this country in hopes of finding 
safety, security and economic hope. What they experience most 
often is a life of fear, clandestine movement and exploitation. To 
combat the indignities perpetrated against these defenseless 
people who are victimized by their status, the Church must 
become increasingly active in promoting the rights of refugees 
and undocumented persons. 


A just and equitable reform of our current immigration laws 
must be accomplished by Congress. Stiff penalties should be 
imposed on immigration attorneys and counselors who collect 
fees for cases of illegal entrants they know cannot be duly 
processed. Church and civic groups must enter into a close 
partnership with local resettlement agencies to provide greater 
support for newly arrived refugees. 


_ As we bring this liberating message of Jesus Christ to these 
brothers and sisters of ours, we must address the needs of the 
whole person. As we lift up our prayers to the God of all nations 
and the Lord of all peoples, we must recognize our common 
heritage and build upon it. We must continue to support and 
promote what is currently being done to expand the efforts of 
religious ministry to this shadow community in our society and to 
identify and respond to new areas of need. 


Our diocesan Peace and Justice Commission, along with 
Catholic Community Services and Centro de Asuntos Migratorios 
eagerly await our joining with them in service. Our 
undocumented brothers and sisters and our newly arrived 
refugees await our welcoming embrace in the community. Let us 
lift up: the week of Jan. 7-12 in prayer, reflection and action on 
behalf of the refugees and migrants of the world.

I suppose that we are all cowards in one way or 
another. That is why we are usually impressed by some 
recognizable display of bravery where a_ person 
undertakes some heroic mission without regard for his or 
her safety or well-being. But we may also be very brave in 
some areas and craven cowards in another. 


Fear is a very individual thing, but there is one which is 
almost endemic to the human race — at least, in our 
present level of development: That is the fear of what 
other people may think, and it is what frequently inhibits 
our willingness to take an unequivocal stand for Christ in 
all aspects of our lives. 


THE TROUBLE with Christianity is that it brings its 
own unpopularity and a special kind of loneliness. When 
a Christian presents the standards of Jesus to his or her 
world, he or she becomes a kind of conscience in the 
community or society. People who have made the choice 
to go against the stirrings of conscience do not take kindly 
to that. 


Just as Jesus Himself was an offense to those whom His 
personal goodness challenged, so those who honestly give 
themselves over to living His teachings can be sure’ to 
meet with some kind of censure and unpopularity when a 
moral issue arises. There is an element of persecution in 
that, but for most of us it is unlikely to emerge as a threat 
of any magnitude. Alas, too many of us compromise with

our world and succumb to a degree of spiritual erosion. 
We absorb unchristian principles by osmosis as we are 
exposed to the ‘‘latest’’ philosophies and_ scientific 
attitudes. Today, the morality of a situation is always 
debatable and absolutes are in disfavor. 


The Christian who compromises with the world will not 
be persecuted, as one noted biblical scholar put it, because 
he or she is no different. But Christianity does or should 
make one different. A Christian who truly stands up for 
Christ will always stand in contradiction to the selfishness, 
greed and hedonism that has been the hallmark and the 
downfall of civilizations. . 


MOST OF us are afraid of that. After all, we have to 
live and work within the society. We have to make a living 
and provide for our old age. We cannot afford to live as 
outcasts. And so we compromise and all the ills that afflict 
everyone else begin to afflict us half-committed 
Christians. Alcohol, drugs, ennui, accumulation of 
wealth, preoccupation with the gild framing of life, 
weaken our value as witnesses for Christ. 


Sometimes just appearing different is enough to scare 
us into compromise. But fear is a hard taskmaster. Once 
we give it an edge it can grow to rule us. And because 
none of us is as secure or confident as we like to think we 
fall easy prey to it. 


Not peace, but a sword 


I truly believe that there is no way we can, through our 
own efforts, become the Christians we owe it to Christ to 
be. We are going to have to lean much more heavily on 
Him and give Him a great deal more power of decision in 
our lives. Perfect love casts out fear and the only place we 
are likely to find such love is in Christ. 


PERHAPS IT is part of the human condition to go 
through life with an abbreviated perspective in which the 
passing disapproval of our peers seems of more 
importance than our failure to do the one thing we have 
been born to do, and that is to live for, in and with Christ. 
Perhaps it is because we are afraid to trust Him that it is 
so easy for us to compromise. 


There are people who are living proof that it is possible 
to live in this world without compromises. But the main 
thing, I think, is to recognize that we do compromise and 
to admit that this is our own choice. God knows us very 
well and if He is prepared to work through our 
weaknesses, we should at least be prepared to 
acknowledge them. Then there is hope that we may grow 
rather ashamed of our compromising and learn from Him . 
the meaning of commitment and fearless self-risk.

Do men want pot roast, pie and a martyr? 


“Your mother’s a good cook when she wants to be,”’ I 
overheard a man tell his son in a coffee shop. I winced 
because it’s a fairly accurate description of me. The 
problem is I don’t want to be a good cook anymore. 


At one time in my early homemaking years, I really 
worked at cooking. When I got up in the morning I 
actually knew what we were having for dinner. I thought 
little of spending two or three afternoon hours preparing 
for the evening meal. 


~ I SUPPOSE the family liked it but they never said so. 
Somewhere along the years, I changed. I began thinking 
about what was for dinner at noon rather than breakfast. 
Now it’s moved to 4 p.m. and I’ve been known to say at 
5:30, ‘‘What sounds good for dinner?’’ 


And I no longer spend hours in the kitchen imitating 
new recipes because I’ve learned that the family 
approaches them with suspicion, even dread. I know I’m 
not going to hear, ‘‘Hey great! A new recipe!’’ but 
“‘What’s this?’’ intoned with wrinkled nose and an 
attitude that suggests I’m trying to put something over on 
them. I agree with a friend who said, ‘‘It’s hard enough to 
cook dinner but to have to defend it as well is too much.”’ 


Cooking patterns have changed in the American family 
the past couple of decades and the food sellers are aware of

this. They are discovering that few women’s self-esteem is 
tied up with their meals as once was true. As more women 
enter the work world, their need to be known as superior 
cooks diminishes. 


SECONDLY, THE pairing of cooking-from-scratch 
with morality is undeniably dying. There was a time 
when using a cake mix, instant potatoes or frozen orange 
juice was considered immoral. The ‘‘good’’ wife 
produced cakes from scratch, potatoes from peels and 
juice from oranges. 


An aside, almost any timesaver has been tinged with 
“‘lazy’’ — from the automatic dryer (the good housewife 
hangs her sheets out to dry in the sun. Never mind that 
half the year she brings them in wet or frozen) to the 
dishwasher. I note that timesaving devices for men’s work 
do not hold this stigma except, perhaps, for the riding 
lawnmower. Garage door openers, trash compacters and 
snow blowers are hailed as wondrous progress while no- 
wax floors, ice makers and frozen food are considered 
luxurious. Even store-bought bread was considered a lazy 
woman’s excuse when it came out. 


Some women still buy into the guilt of laziness when 
they buy frozen foods but not many. Women have 
changed for three reasons: they have found that prepared 


and frozen food can be superior to and cheaper than from 
scratch, they put a higher value on their time and their 
families don’t care all that much about what they eat. 


THESE ARE generalizations, of course, but they are 
shared by enough women to give them some validity. 
Marriage authority David Mace tells of a study of 50 
couples who had been satisfyingly married over 50 years. 
Asked what they considered most important in marriage 
at this time of their life, all but one stressed 
companionship; the one exception was a husband who 
wanted a good cook above all other qualities. 


Couples today know that hours in the kitchen can 
detract from companionship. Most men would rather 
have hamburgers and a relaxed wife than pot roast, 
gravy, pie and a martyr. 

Add to‘ all this the reality that various family members 
have different eating patterns. A typical family can have a 


. vegetarian, a dieter, a cholesterol-conscious adult, a 


pizza-addict and a sprout freak. Trying to please all 
means displeasing most. 

I WANTED to say this to the man who told his son his 
mother could be a good cook if she wanted to be. I wanted 
to tell him, so could he. But I didn’t. He would have 
labeled me a feminist troublemaker. But I hope he reads 
this. 


The rectory dinner Is ‘passing away’ 


Much of our culture centers on family, festivity and 
food. The Christmas season of parties, gatherings of the 
clan, old friends coming together, reminds us how much 
meals relate to religious feelings and the companionship 
that food engenders. 


There is another way food is connected with religion, 
yet not in a religious way. We refer to the American 
custom of priests coming together for evening meals in the 
rectory. Older folks remember those hilarious scenes in 
Going My Way, in which Barry Fitzgerald and Bing 
Crosby exchanged wit, in measuring each other’s abilities 
at the rectory meal. 


AMONG THE older Irish clergy, the rectory evening 
meal was like a state function. The pastor presided at his 
table, conducted and guided the conversation. Sometimes 
it was a device to learn what was going on in the parish, or 
among his curates, while voicing his views. 


A visitation of seminaries and rectories these days 
reveals a different phenomenon. There is a decline in the 
custom of priests eating together in the rectory. Some 
older pastors bewail this situation. : 


One man swears that his “‘parochial vicar’’ was born at 
a McDonald’s restaurant. Pastors report their assistants 
will seldom take a meal in the rectory, finding reasons to 
be elsewhere. Older priests bemoan this as a decline in 
civility. The rectory meal, as rough as it sometimes was, 


provided some opportunity for priests to get together. 
Now that rectory dinner is like so much within the old 
Church: it is passing away. 

FOR WHAT reasons? One factor may be the absence 
of housekeepers in rectories. These workers are hard to 
find; because many of them work elsewhere, they give 
only a certain number of hours a day. The dinner hour is 
no longer sacrosanct; it can happen as early as 5 p.m. 


There is, too, a growing resentment among younger 
priests of the proprietary interest of the pastor in the 
rectory. ‘‘It’s my house,’’ he will say, or ‘‘You are invited 
to sit at my table.’’ Young clerics rightfully resent this; is 
he not as much a sharer in the house? Can he bring guests 
and visitors there as the pastor occasionally does? 


Another reason may have to do with the eating habits of 
the young in America. They are raised as a people on the 
move; children of the fast-food generation, they grab their 
meals and run. Or used to instant food, they are happy to 
skip a rectory meal to eat something else later. 


WHERE DID the young learn these customs? In their 
homes, of course. Ask around. The family meal is on the 
decline. How many ‘‘family meals’’ happen these days in 
American homes? When both mom and dad work, when 
children leave early to go to various high school activities 


. or practices, when a young son or daughter has to go to 


evening school, meals are hit and miss. 


The Sunday dinner in many cases has been invaded by 
the advent of Sunday sports on TV. Food is hurriedly 
gobbled, the meal gotten over with so that dad can watch 
TV for the afternoon. 


Young people like to take their meals with their peers. 
They prefer to saunter about the malls, to grab junk food. 
We all see many people driving a car while eating a 
sandwich, drinking a soft drink, presumably with one 
hand on the wheel and an eye on the road. 


THESE HABITS affect rectory life, for the young 
cleric is not at all a stranger to his generation. Even 
seminaries admit they have a problem in trying to teach 
“food civility.’’ Is providing conversation for a dinner 
table a necessary quality for a priest? Is the ability to share 
sports items with the pastor something to be 
recommended as part of seminary training? Or is the 
unnatural system of spending a whole day apart, to come 
together for a brief half-hour in a rectory dining room a 
reminder of the Emmaus event? Probably not> 


One thing that must change is the perception that the 
pastor owns the house, the dining room furniture and 
what is set on the table. That bothers many young priests. 
Unconsciously these clerics may be boycotting that notion 
of the parish rectory: that it is the pastor’s house and not 
the home of all priests called to share the priestly ministry.

Teenagers’ relationships 
have good side, study shows 


WASHINGTON (NC) — Rather than worrying about 
the negative aspects of peer pressure, parents should focus 
on the positive social and moral values their teen-agers 
can develop in close friendships, according to researchers 
at The Catholic University of America in Washington. 


James Youniss, a Catholic University psychology 
professor, and Jacqueline Smollar, a research associate in 
the university’s Center for the Study of Youth 
Development, reported that their survey of teen-agers 
also showed that adolescents gradually redefine relations 
with their parents rather than abruptly break off ties with 
them. 


“AN IMPORTANT finding is that in their close 
friendships the adolescents surveyed follow strict codes of 
conduct that are often congruent with parents’ standards 
of behavior and expectations,’’ Youniss said. 


Teen-agers in trouble at home or in school often discuss 
their problems with close friends and seek agreed-upon 
solutions. They also have to explain undesireable actions 
to close friends just as they would to concerned parents. 
Social scientists note that such behavior is necessary for 
successful adult relationships. 

Eighty percent of the girls surveyed and about 60 


percent of the boys said they have close friends of the same 
sex with whom they can share their feelings. 


UNLIKE THE younger children Youniss questioned 
in an earlier study, teen-agers clearly distinguish between 
relationships with their mothers and fathers. 


Adolescents surveyed viewed their mothers as more 
understanding, more open to negotiation and more 
interested in their daily concerns than are their fathers, 
Youniss said. Fathers were seen as rule-enforcers, less

willing to listen to their children’s opinions and more 
interested in future goals than in immediate emotional 
needs.

BESIDES DIFFUSING tense or embarrassing 
situations, humor can be used from the pulpit in 
announcements, as a lead-in to the homily or to lighten a 
“‘heavy’’ topic. 


“I use humor quite a bit in the announcements,’’ 
Father Gallagher said. After communion, ‘‘People are 
ready to run. If they expect some wit then they might 
stay.’’ A good laugh during the announcements helps to 
“‘embed”’ the notice in people’s minds, he said. 


Father Gallagher is very careful with humor and 
homiletics, he said. ‘“The pulpit is not a place to fulfill 
your frustrated ambitions to be a stand-up comedian.”’ 


IF A preacher desires laughs and a good reaction, he 
““may end up preaching himself and not Christ,’’ the 
Immaculata pastor said. 


Jesus taught with stories and all the best teachers in the 
world use stories to make points, Father Gallagher said, 
so a good yarn at the beginning of a homily — if it serves 
the sermon — can help. 


“You should really have a point. It should be a lead 
into the homily, not just an attention grabber.’’ The point 
of the funny story should permeate the homily, he added. 


IF A story is told that is just ‘‘clever’’ or ‘‘humorous’’ 
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but does not relate to the homily, then, ‘‘That’s self- 
indulgence,’’ Father Gallagher said. 


An example of a good homily lead-in, he said, is one he 
tells about an Indian who shows a fish and game warden 
his boatload of fish. The amazed warden asks the Indian if 
he can come on the next fishing trip to study the Indian’s 
successful methods. 


The Indian agrees. Later, the two row the boat out to 
the middle of the lake and the Indian pulls a stick of 
dynamite from his tool box, lights it and throws it out over 
the lake. After the blast, hundreds of dead fish float to the 
water’s surface. 


AFTER THE warden self-righteously expresses how 
immoral this type of fishing is, the Indian lights another 
stick of dynamite, hands it to the warden and says, ‘‘Do 
you want to talk, or do you want to fish?’’ 


That story is good for homilies on commitment, he 
said. 


Father Gallagher looks for stories that can serve. a 
homily, not homilies that fit with a good joke. 


“‘THE PREACHER has to be at the service of the 
word and formed by the word and the humor has to do the 
same thing,’’ he added. 


Humor helps lighten ‘‘heavy topics’’ like the need for 
money. 


When crazy people act in a bizarre manner during 
Mass, humor can be a good aid. Once, when Father 
Gallagher was saying Mass in Ocean Beach, a woman 
walked up to the altar, wrote something on the altar in 
crayon and said, .‘‘Bibles for Latvia.’’ She then walked 
into the sacristy. 


FATHER GALLAGHER’S half-serious and laugh- 
getting plea was ‘‘Will some strong ushers come up here 
and help me?”’ 


He avoids cruel humor, he said. Carefully used, wit

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Tons of emergency food are still needed 


to fight Ethiopian drought’s devastation

Gaiholie Relief Services announced Dec. 28 that 1.6 


‘million tons of emergency food will be needed to feed an 


estimated 10 million people in danger of starving to death 
in Ethiopia in 1985, while two African leaders say current 
relief efforts are falling far short of need. 


CRS is the overseas aid agency of the U.S. bishops and 
the largest private distributor of American food in Africa. 


THE AGENCY will provide at least 300,000 tons 
through commodity donations from the United States, 
European nations, Canada and other countries, 
according to CRS executive director Lawrence A. 
Pezzullo. 

CRS. has received $25 million in donations toward 
African famine relief in the last eight weeks, of which $10 
million will be dedicated to the immediate distribution 
costs in Ethiopia. Some private contributions will go 
toward seeds, tools and farm animals to assure a food crop 
for the country in 1985. 


However, two top officials in Africa have caled 
international aid to the continent inadequate. 


PETER ONU, 


’ Organization of African Unity, said aid to Ethiopia and 
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other drought-affected African countries was ‘‘grossly 
inadequate,’’ and urged African nations to help each 
other rather than rely on outside aid. 


Adebayo Adedeji, executive secretary of the United 
Nations Economic Commission for Africa, predicted that 
up to 6 million tons of food will be needed by the 
continent in 1985, as opposed to 3.3 million tons needed 
in 27 African countries in 1984. 


Archbishop urges study 
of 1983 peace pastoral 


WASHINGTON (NC) — In response to Pope John 
Paul II’s message for the World Day of Peace Jan. 1, 
Archbishop John J. O’Connor of New York urged 
‘‘youth and older people alike’’ to study the U.S. bishops’ 
1983 pastoral letter on peace. 


In a statement released Jan. 2 in Washington, 
Archbishop O’Connor, chairman of the U.S. Catholic 
Conference’s Committee on Social Development and 
World Peace, said the peace pastoral should be “‘read 
with prayerful care by all who have never read it before, 
re-read by those already familiar with it, and pursued 
with renewed vigor at every level of Catholic education.”’ 


THE POPE’S 4,000-word message, Peace and Youth Go 
Forward Together, was released earlier by the Vatican to 
mark the 18th World Day of Peace, celebrated annually 
by the Church on New Year’s Day. 


Archbishop O’Connor said Pope John Paul’s emphasis 
on youth this year was appropriate, and cited young 
people’s ‘‘goodness and courage...their sensitivities to the 
horrors of war and the absurdities of the arms race, as well 
as their legitimate love of country and devotion to peace 
and justice.’ 


He said justice and peace cannot be the responsibility of 
only one group and called on parents and educators to 
provide guidance, example and inspiration to youth. 


“IT IS our profound prayer that our Holy Father’s 
World Day of Peace message will be studied carefully by 
youth and older people alike,’’ said the archbishop, ‘‘and 
that it will inspire us to recognize and to help actualize the 
tremendous potential of youth for advancing the cause of 
peace with justice, in our own beloved country and 
throughout the world.”’ 


Archbishop O’Connor said the peace pastoral offers ‘‘a 
highly practical and effective means for helping youth and 
adults alike to respond to the Holy Father’s call.’’

He added, however, that food aid to Africa ‘‘as 
important as it is, is simply not enough. In fact, it is 
totally inadequate.’’ 

AFRICA NEEDS help in transportation, food storage, 
resettlement of millions of people displaced by the 
drought and many other areas, he said. 


“Unless this is done, and most urgently, Africa will 
suffer from, and the world will witness, an unparalleled 
catastrophe,’’ he said. 


‘What we’re seeing in Ethiopia is just the tip of a much 
larger program,”’ said Pezzullo, explaining that CRS is 
expanding projects geared toward victims in some 24 sub- 
Sahara African countries ravaged by drought and famine 
eventually feeding themselves. ‘‘In addition to stepping 
up our emergency aid in ongoing CRS programs 
throughout the area, we are building our new 
development initiatives on decades of experience in Africa 
helping families attain self-sufficiency,’’ he said. 


MEANWHILE, WITH 300,000 people having 
starved to death since March, immediate aid was still seen 
as vital. In response to the crisis, Egypt agreed Dec. 27 to 
re-route 2,300 tons of U.S. food to Ethiopia. ‘‘In view of 
the critical situation in Ethiopia, this arrangement has 
been sought to save time,’’ said Douglas Broderick of 
CRS’s Cairo office. 

The Egyptian freighter, holding 1,000 tons of 
powdered milk, 1,000 tons of instant corn soya mix and 
300 tons of other foodstuffs, was scheduled to sail Dec. 30.

ST. PAUL, Minn. (NC) — Just as alcoholics seek 
drinks and compulsive overeaters seek food, Bill sought 
confessionals. 


“IT think my record was four times a day,’’ he said. ‘‘I 
wasn’t deliberately doing it. It was the sickness.’’ 


HIS SICKNESS is religious scrupulosity, or obsession 
with sin. The affliction, which he has suffered from for 25 
years, led him to receive the sacrament of reconciliation 
several times a day. 


Bill is one of about a dozen people in the St. Paul and 
Minneapolis archdiocese who have been helped by a five- 
week class offered through Catholic Charities. He agreed 
to an anonymous interview with the Catholic Bulletin, 
newspaper of the St. Paul and Minneapolis archdiocese. 


Now, after graduating from the course, Bill has cut his 
confessions down to once a week, which he said ‘‘is too 
much really and that’s something I have to work on.”’ 


THE CLASS began after Father William McGrade, a 


counselor with Catholic Charities for 20 years, met 
several religiously scrupulous people. 
According to Father McGrade, those with the 


condition are “‘normal people with a problem in regard to 
guilt, responsibility and punishment.’’ These people feel 
their relationship with God is bad and will do anything to 
make up for it, he said. 


The problem can be caused by a variety of factors, 
including overly strict upbringing, personality problems 
and confusion over major sinfulness. One common factor 
in most cases is pride. The victims ‘‘can’t accept anyone 
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he said. 


He described his Catholic school experience as 


““negative’’ 


and said his parents were strict, but pointed 


out that his two sisters came out of the same home life 


normal. 


He did not judge others’ sins, only his own. ‘‘I was my 
own worst enemy. If somebody else said ‘damn it’ it 
didn’t matter, only if I said it.’’ 

LIVING WITH religious scrupulosity, he said, i 
living ‘‘like somebody with physical pain. You learn to 
live with it, although you’re not living happily.”’ 

At first he sought help from parish priests, but they 
weren’t able to help him. ‘‘Nobody’s been able to say 
‘this is what you should do about the problem’ until I 


heard about Father McGrade’s class,’’ 


he said. 


The class taught Bill that he was not forever doomed to 
despair. ‘‘After that class, I felt like I don’ t have to live 


with it,’’ he said.

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On August 24, 1772, the first 
anniversary of the planting of the Cross in 
the Carmel Valley, Fray Junfpero Serra, 
Pedro Fages and several others left 
Monterey for San Diego. It was to be 
Serra’s first overland trip along 
California’s El Camino Real. 


On this trip he came to know the 
complete coast . of California from 


-Monterey south and made mental notes

Much of what Serra 
saw on the trip determined his future 
course of action. 


AT SAN ANTONIO, Serra found a 
small Christian community of about a 
dozen Indians.

ON SEPT. 11, the party arrived at. 
San Gabriel and Serra was able to 
personally see the mission for the first 
time. He was delighted with the place and 
the progress that had been made. Though 
he remained only two days, Serra 
declared that it was ‘‘without doubt the 
most excellent mission site so far 
discovered. Once it is sufficiently 
developed, it will be able, doubtless, to 
sustain not only itself, but all the rest.” 


By the time of his arrival at San Diego, 
the Presidente had seen nearly 500 miles of 
new territory. He’ now had a better 
perspective and a fuller knowledge of his 
extensive mission field. 


Ever so gradually, the relationship 
between Governor Pedro Fages and Fray 
Junipero Serra began deteriorating. 
Lines of authority were not well. drawn 
and even more poorly interpreted. Serra 
found himself at the crossroads of the 
mission enterprise: The vexations, 
delays, bickerings, misunderstandings 
and restrictions of the past two years had 
come to a peak in San Diego. The major 
question then was — would he go ahead, 
stand still or retreat?

Jackson and bishop visit pope

ROME (NC) — Pope John Paul II should visit South 
Africa ‘‘because his presence there would serve to inspire 
people’’ fighting against apartheid, said the Rev. Jesse 
Jackson Jan. 3 after a 20-minute meeting with the pope. 


Jackson was accompanied at the meeting by Auxiliary 
Bishop Emerson Moore of New York, also an outspoken 
foe of apartheid, the white-minority govern EICRE, s policy 
of strict racial segregation. 


BECAUSE OF the pope’s stated opposition to 
apartheid, a South African visit ‘‘would have a most 
profound impact in mobilizing the moral forces of the 
world to measure human rights by one yardstick,’’ said 
Jackson, a black U.S. Baptist minister, at a press 
conference after the meeting. 


“This is an activist pope and his actions often have 
more impact than his words, Jackson added. ‘‘In him the 
word becomes flesh.’’ 


The Vatican announced the Jan. 3 meeting but did not 
give details about what was discussed. It was Jackson’s 
second papal meeting. 


JACKSON WOULD not say. what the pope’s reaction 
was to the suggestion to visit South Africa. 


“It would be appropriate for the pope to respond to 
that’’ at a time suitable to him, Jackson said. 


Bishop Moore’ said the meeting was mostly ‘‘a listening 


“session by the pope.’’ Bishop Moore added that he 


accompanied Jackson because as ‘‘a black Catholic bishop 
I support the concerns raised by Jackson.’’ These issues 
cross religious boundaries, he added. 


“T MAKE his Rainbow Coalition ecumenical,’’ said 
Bishop Moore, who was recently arrested outside the 
South African Consulate in New York in an anti- 
apartheid protest. 


Jackson said a papal trip to South Africa would also 
challenge governments, such as the United States, which 
have strong political and economic ties to South Africa to 
consider ‘‘the impact of their kinship with such an 
immoral system.”’ 


Opposition to apartheid also involves economic justice, 
said Jackson. 


ABOUT 500,000 American jobs have been exported 
to South Africa because of the cheap labor, he said. 


Organized labor seeking, higher wages in the U.S. 
‘cannot compete with slave labor’’ available to U.S. 
companies in South Africa, said Jackson. 


Many American firms operating in South Africa have 
promised to follow the so-called “‘Sullivan Code.’’ The 
code is a set of goals for better living and working 
conditions, such as desegregation in the workplace, equal 
wages with whites for comparable work, and the 
opportunity for better education. 


THE CODE is named after the Rev. Leon Sullivan, a 


black Protestant clergyman from Philadelphia, who 
drafted it. 
Jackson, former candidate for the Democratic 
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presidential nomination, said he also thanked the pope for 
his concern for the plight of Haitian boat people who tried 
to enter the United States as refugees several years ago. 
Jackson said he first raised the issue with the pope when 
they met for the first time nearly two years ago. 


‘‘When we visited with him nearly two years ago, 
Haitians were being turned away at sea and were 
drowning in leaky boats,’’ he said. 


THE POPE’S ‘‘expression of mercy and concern was 
a big factor in having their lives spared’’ and in 
“energizing the Catholic Church and the religious 
community in America,’’ he added. 


Jackson said he also told the pope of his support for the 
U.S. bishops’ draft pastoral on the economy. He called it 
‘*a profound challenge to an economic system that makes 
room for huge military expenses and tax breaks for the 
wealthy’’ while there are 35 million poor people in the 
United States. 


Other issues Jackson said he raised with the pope -were 
nuclear disarmament, aid to African drought victims and 
the need to promote peace in Central America. 


REGARDING CENTRAL America, Jackson 
criticized U.S. policy toward Nicaragua. He said the 
Nicaraguan government should be given a chance to 
establish its own form of self-determination.

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Who celebrates the liturgy? 
You do.

His hair was gray, his face lined 
with age. He did not look as old 
as the 73 years to which he ad- 
mitted, but he was clearly over 
the ‘‘senior-citizen’’ boundary. 

Appearances were deceiving, 
however. When he stood to ad- 
dress the assembly of 400 
religious educators gathered 
recently in the 
small town of Pi- 
qua, Ohio, only 
those who already 
knew him were not 
surprised by the 
youthful spirit and 
enthusiasm Sulpi- 
cian Father Eugene 
Walsh conveyed. 

He spoke with 
the comfortable 
informality of 
anybody’s grand- 
father, but he com- 
municated a vision 
of worship that was 
fresh and vigorous 
and hopeful. 

Father Walsh, of 
The Catholic Uni- 
versity of America 
in Washington, 

D.C., has traveled 

extensively, speak- 

ing about worship 

to gatherings across 

the United States as 

well as Great Bri- 

tain, Australia, and 

other nations. 

Wherever he goes, 

one of his main 

themes has been the ministry of 
the celebrating assembly — the 
people who worship together. 

Father Walsh insists that all who 
form the assembly, clergy and lai- 
ty alike, ‘make the Mass.’’ They 
celebrate together, and each has a 
responsibility to help make wor- 
ship a life-giving experience for 
others. Father Walsh goes so far 
as to suggest that the reason for 
coming to church on Sunday is 
“to give life to somebody else.’ 

For centuries the Mass was seen 
as the action of the priest which 
was piously cbserved by the lay 
people who often said other 


, 


, prayers to occupy their time and 


express their own spirituality, 
Today the Catholic Church is at- 


Often overlooked, writes Father Lawrence Mick, 
is the pivotal ministry of the assembly in liturgical 
celebrations. Since all the people offer the Mass, 
he says, every person is required to contribute to 
the celebration. 


tempting to regain a sense of its 
worship as the work of all the 
people — which is what the word 
“liturgy”? meant in its origins. 

The liturgy does not belong to 
the priest alone. It is worship 
which all the members of the 
church celebrate together. 

Since the Second Vatican Coun- 
cil in the 1960s, various ministries 
have been reintroduced in the 
Mass. Parishes now have readers, 
communion distributors, song 
leaders, servers, ushers, greeters, 
choirs and folk groups. All work 
together to fulfill the various roles 
that the liturgy requires. 

The growth of these ministries 
is-a clear symbol that the com- 


munity is more involved in the 
liturgy. Yet the most basic of all 
the ministries in the Eucharist is 
the one most often overlooked — 
that of the assembly itself. 

The whole assembly offers the 
eucharistic sacrifice. The whole 
assembly celebrates the meal. 

In his writings Father Walsh has 
reminded us that this basic princi- 
ple makes demands on each of us. 
Every person who joins the wor- 
shiping assembly has a respon- 
sibility for creating good worship, 
a responsibility no one else can 
fill. 

That responsibility has several 
dimensions. : 

*It requires that each person 


contribute to creating an at- 
mosphere of hospitality in the 
church — that we be attentive to 
each other. A climate of warmth 
can help us all be open to others. 
That openness in turn makes it 
more likely that we are open to 
experience God’s presence and 
God’s power in our worship. 
¢It requires that every member 
of the community put personal 
energy into the common 
actions of the 
assembly — joining 
in the prayers and 
responses, con- 
tributing to the 
singing, listening at- 
tentively to God’s 
word, entering into 
the spirit of the 
liturgy. 

If any one of us 
fails to offer our 
unique contribution 
to this common 
worship, the whole 
assembly suffers 
and our worship is 
less than it should 
be. We all recog- 
nize that a priest 
or a lector who 
does a half-hearted 
job hurts us all. It is 
just as true that 
anything less than 
full participation by 
any one of us 
diminishes us all. 

Finally, good 
worship requires 
that worship ex- 
tend into all of life. 
Everyone has the 
responsibility .to 

carry the spirit of worship into 
our daily lives and thus work to 
further the kingdom of God in 
our Own time. 

We will have more to take with 
us if we have fully entered into 
the liturgy. And each member of 
the assembly will be enriched to 
the extent that all have given of 
themselves in our common 
worship. 

All receive if all give and all 
share. Thus we become, as the 
fourth eucharistic prayer puts it, 
“one body in Christ, a living 
sacrifice of praise.”

Wandering into 
Sunday Mass

A friend told me how her atten- 
tion was captured during a recent 
Sunday Mass by a teen-ager sit- 
ting near her. The teen-ager was 
suffering from a long, debilitating 
illness. And my friend said that 
she became preoccupied with the 
teen-ager during the Mass, praying 
for the youth’s family while 
wondering and asking God why 
this illness had occurred. 

Perhaps you'll say that my 
friend’s attention was wandering 
during that Mass. It was, in a 
sense. But it wandered into the 
community of God’s people. 

I think my friend was drawn 
out — drawn beyond herself — 
by the worshiping community. 
This isn’t unusual. For there are 
times when people feel God 
mysteriously addresses them dur- 
ing Mass through the others with 
whom they worship. 

I would even say that my friend 
actively participated in that Mass 
through her concern for a member 
of the community. I'd like to add 
that my friend generally sings dur- 
ing Mass, responds aloud, ex- 
changes the handshake of peace 
with everyone within reaching 
distance and, occasionally, brings 
up the gifts during the Offertory. 

What accounts for all the eni- 
phasis today on “‘active participa- 
tion” in the Mass? 

As I see it, this emphasis stems 
from the belief that when the Mass 
is celebrated, something happens. 
The Mass is an action. Members of 
the community are joining in that 
action through their active 
participation. 

The work of researchers who tell 
us that the early Christians viewed 
worship as the work of God’s peo- 
ple lends support to this image of 
the Mass as an action. 

Active participation in the Mass 
also grows from the conviction that 
God is present among the members 
of the community. God is not out- 
side the community, doing 
something ‘‘to’”’ the community. In- 
stead God is with the community. 
Active participation by members of 
the community becomes a sign that 
God is alive within them. 

It probably isn’t surprising that 
active participation in the Mass is 
emphasized at a time when there is 
so much emphasis on the respon- 
sibility all Christians have for their 
church. 

And it probably isn’t surprising 
that many people believe active 
Participation in the Mass has the 
beneficial, added effect of expan- 
ding a sense of involvement with 
others in the community. 


Which takes me back to my 
friend, whose mind turned so in- 
tently to a teen-ager’s needs during 
Sunday Mass recently. 

Sunday Mass can be a real 
awakener for those who participate 
in it. God’s presence is made 
known in many ways during the 
Mass: through the action at the 
altar, the preaching, the singing, 
the readings, the gifts. God’s pres- 
ence is made known through the 
people: priests, religious, parents, 
single adults, children, the aged. 

People don’t want their minds to 
wander away from the Mass. But 
with so many signs of God's 
presence around them, it is not dif- 
ficult to understand why their 
minds sometimes wander into this 
celebration. 

Which is what happened to my 
friend. Her attention was captured 
in a compelling way. My friend 
was puzzled and saddened by the 
teen-ager’s illness. She was happy 
as she recalled a special insight the 
teen-ager had brought to a cate- 
chism class a few years back. She 
had a conviction that God was 
very much alive in this teen-ager. 

I'd say my friend’s sense of in- 
volvement with the community 
was high. And that Sunday it took 
form in a unique way.

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Living stones: Building blocks of the ct

Living stones. That’s what the 
early Christians were called in 
First Peter: ““You too are living 
stones, built as an edifice of 
spirit,’’ is the way the scripture 
writer puts it. 

At first glance, those words 
might strike 20th century folks as 
odd. But to first century Chris- 
tians, the words carried great 
significance. 

Palestine was a uniformly rocky 
country. When people wanted to 
build a house, they could go into 
their back yards and pick up the 
stones they needed. A wet mud 
was used to cement the stones 
together as the house was erected. 

For important communal 
buildings such as the temple, 
however, the people followed a 
somewhat different procedure. 
Since the temple was the house of 


_ God, they considered it worth all 


possible care. 

So, choosing huge blocks of 
stone, the people smoothed them 
out as best they could with the 
aid of their chisels and hammers. 
These large, fairly uniform stones 
then became the walls of their im- 
portant buildings. 

For the New Testament author, 
the idea of people as living stones 
goes back to Psalm 118. There 
we read of a stone rejected by 
the builder, which later becomes 
the cornerstone of the building. 
The early Christians saw this as a 
reference to Jesus Christ. 

But they took the image a step 
further: With Jesus as cornerstone, 
they, the people, became the fine 
building blocks of the church. The 
early Christians were convinced 
that they themselves had become 
God’s dwelling place, his temple. 

So, what is the result of being a 
building block? 

This age-old conviction is at the 
bottom of our active participation 


in the liturgy, the public, official 
worship of God’s people. The 
liturgy is not a spectator sport. 

Everyone has a part to play, as 
the psalmist suggested in this 
description of a liturgical 
procession: 

“The singers lead, the minstrels 
follow; in their midst the maidens 
play on timbrels. In your choirs 
bless God; bless the Lord, you of 
Israel’s wellspring. There is Ben- 
jamin, the youngest, leading them 
the princes of Judah as a body, 
the princes of Zebulun, the 
princes of Naphtali’’ (Psalm 
68:26-28). 

In that description, everyone 
was involved: singers, minstrels, 
youngsters, members of the tribes, 
their leaders — everyone. 

In the same spirit Luke sums up 
the life of the first Christians. 
“They devoted themselves to the 
apostles’ instruction and the com- 
munal life, to the breaking of 
bread and the prayers...They went

As he approaches the altar at

As a priest, he said, the Mass is 
“the most important thing in my 
life.’ He explained that he tries 
“to bring an expectant vitality and 
generosity to Mass.”’ He wants to 
make the Mass an experience that 
affects people positively. ‘It 
shouldn't be humdrum,” he said. 
‘Above all, it has to inspire peo- 
ple somehow.”

broke bread’’ (Acts 2:42). 

So the early Christians met 
together in their homes for ‘‘the 
breaking of the bread’’ and ‘‘meals 
in common.”’ Obviously these 
were small groups with everyone 
taking part. 


When people see a well-built 
house of worship for the first 
time, it is not uncommon for 
them to exclaim: ‘‘What a 
beautiful church:”’ It is, however, 
a misplaced reaction, for the 
building is not the church. It is 
the place where the church meets 
for worship. 

It is the people — all of us — 
who are the church. We are ‘‘liy-

to it. People can’t come just as 
sponges.” 

The usual complaint brought by 
students to Father Talafous is that 
they “‘get nothing out of Mass,” 
he said. Often he responds by ask- 
ing students what their expecta- 
tions are and how they see their 
role in the Mass. © 

To help students change their 
attitude, he may suggest that they 
participate in a Mass in a different 
campus location. Participating in a 
Mass in a setting outside 
the church — for example, in a 
dormitory lounge with a small 
group — can be illuminating. It 
can help give students ‘‘a sense of 
Mass as a supper with the Lord 
and with each other,” he said. 

“The liturgy celebrates a mo- 
ment when God is in our lives,’ 
the priest said. It reminds us that 
“God is met and served right in 
our ordinary lives and work.’’ The 
fact that the Eucharist is a meal is 
a central symbol of that reality. 

For Father Talafous, the gospel 
story of the wedding banquet is a 
key to how Christians should par- 
ticipate in the liturgy. “The king 
invites people to a banquet, not to 
a wake,” he said. Each liturgy 
should “‘help to reinforce our con- 
ception of Christianity as a joyous 
fellowship of Christians.’’’ 

In his homilies, Father Talafous 
points out possible ways of apply- 
ing that Sunday’s Gospel. But he 
remains aware that each person 
has the responsibility to choose a 
concrete way of responding to the 
message in the Gospel. 

His aim, is to enable people to 
leave church with a better sense 
that the liturgy is ‘‘different from 
ordinary life but important for it.”’ 

The liturgy is a celebration of 
the fact ‘“‘that we are one with 
God,” Father Talafous said. ‘‘But 
that’s false if we don’t see it con- 
tinued ouside church.”’ 

Ideally, after Mass people 
should have ‘‘a sense that they 
have something to give to 
others,’’ the Benedictine com- 
mented. ‘‘I like them to leave bet- 
ter able to present Christianity to 
the world through the quality and 
enthusiasm of their lives.”’ 

Today, too, many people ‘“‘have 
trouble overcoming a bleak view 
of existence,”’ the priest observed. 
He thinks Christian hope should 
be an antitdote for this. 

Instead of adding to people’s 
misery, Christians are people who 
“‘can give a message of hope and 
trust’’ to others, he said.

In one parish recently, a fairly 
long procession made its way 
toward the altar at the time of the 
Offertory during Sunday Mass. 
One by one the adults and 
children in the procession 
deposited canned goods, bags of 
rice, cereal and other foods in 
large baskets at the front of the 
church, then returned to their 
seats. 

Often it is suggested that if peo- 
ple hope to benefit as much as 
possible from the Mass, they need 
to bring something to it — 
something of themselves. The 
members of this parish had taken 
that suggestion literally. They 
brought gifts of food to share 
with the poor. 

It was the parish’s hope that a 
few hungry people might eat bet- 
ter that week, and that the mean- 
ing of the church’s celebration of 
the Mass would extend beyond 
the hour spent inside the church 
on Sunday morning. 

That parish’s offertory proces- 
sion helps to illustrate a point: 

—During the Mass, something 
occurs ‘for’ people. God’s life is 
offered to them. 

—But during the Mass 
something also is done ‘‘by’’ the 
people. They bring something of 
their own — something of 
themselves — to the Mass. 

God addresses the people and 
they respond, in a variety of 
ways. 


There is a sense in which every

lives of Christians. God’s message 
is heard during the Mass. And, 
right then and there, Christians 
have an opportunity to respond, 
to live out the Christian message. 

This helps to explain what the 
people ‘“‘do”’ during Mass. They 
begin again to live out the Chris- 
tian message. As participants in 
this celebration of 'God’s life, they 
begin again to express the life of 
God within them. 


When the U.S. bishops issued 
their 1983 national pastoral letter 
on war and peace, they urged 
Christians to try to live by, Jesus’ 
message about peace during every 
Mass. They encouraged Catholics 
to make the sign of peace at Mass 
a sign of reconciliation with God 
and with one another. 

The bishops saw the exchange 
of, peace, often in the form of a 
handshake, as more than a gesture 
of simple friendliness. They saw it 
as a way to express the Christian 
community's commitment to work 
for peace in homes and _, 
neighborhoods and in the world 
at large. 

The exchange of peace is 
something the people ‘‘do’’ during 
Mass. But to the bishops it is not 
just “‘busyness.”’ It is an oppor- 
tunity to get involved again in 
the work of peace, reconciliation, 
healing, compassion.

However, we live 
in this world. Decisions and actions here 
and now help to shape the happiness we 
will find. 


The song states that ‘‘in this life you’re 
on your own.”’ In one sense, that’s true. 
Individuals are responsible for their 
actions and their planning for the future. 
Yet people don’t have to be all alone. 


When a person learns to freely give and

receive love, that person is not alone. 
Caring about another truly enriches life. 


Likewise another’s caring can change 
our view of life. Often we discover that 
others will stand by us, even if they 
disagree with our decisions. 


Then, think about God. His love does 
not make everything turn out as we want. 
But with God we can find new strength to 
face challenges. Prince describes a kind of 
idealized heaven. But.God can be just as 
real for us on earth — and that seems to 
escape Prince in this song. 


When we pause to think about it, there 
are much better alternatives for dealing

Surprises, struggles rule ’84 pop music

NC — Cyndi Lauper, Prince and the 
Revolution, Night Ranger, Huey Lewis 
and the News, Nena — sounds like a 
lineup of today’s biggest rock stars. A 
year ago most of these names were 
familiar only to a select group. of their 
fans. Their current national stardom 
results from the year in music 1984. 


As I look back over my 1984 columns, I 


see the above names joined by a list of — 


well-known stars from the past: Stevie 
Wonder, James Ingram, John Cougar, 
Elton John and Christopher Cross. These 
singers didn’t need this year’s success to 
make them stars. However, their 
contributions increased the quality of the 
year’s pop music. 

WHAT WAS pop music saying to 
people in 1984? 

Sifting out the messages from the 
personalities and high-powered 
marketing tactics is never easy, but some 
trends can be discerned. 

As in previous years, the importance, 
surprises and struggles of personal 
relationships dominated pop chart music. 

BILLY JOEL’S lyrical Leave a Tender 
Moment Alone reminded us that 
relationships cannot be forced and must 


grow on their own schedule. Cyndi. 


Lauper’s ballad Time After Time 
reminded us how commitment can help 
us survive changes. 


In light of Night Ranger’s enigmatic 
Sister Christian, we were challenged to 
think whether our real values guide our 
‘relationships.. Stevie Wonder again 
brought us his celebrated upbeat style in I 
Just Called to Say I Love You.

Another trend was: the presence of 
social issues and concerns. The German 
band Nena _ soberly reminded us how 
accidental nuclear war could end our 
world. Inxs addressed the complex 
question of interracial dating. 


MADNESS DESCRIBED the life- 
threatening power of depression in The 
Sun and the Rain. Think of Laura by 
Christopher Cross spoke of grief and how 
it must be faced and lived through when 
someone close to us dies. 


As the most dominant performer in 
1984, Prince took us into the deep and 
lasting pain caused by domestic violence 
in When Doves Cry. 


All these songs remind us that we do 
not live independently of each other. Asa 
world of brothers and sisters we share 
many questions and challenges, as well as 
pain. 

AS I looked back over my _ 1984 
columns, I was surprised that ‘Dan 
Fogelberg was the recording artist most 


. reviewed. Off the same album, he had 


The Language of Love, Windows and 
Walks and Believe in Me. His talent and 
the quality of his music show that a high- 
powered image is not needed to endure 
and appeal to a widespread audience. 


As for the song of the year, I nominate 
James Ingram’s Yah Mo Be There. ‘The 
song reminds us that no matter what 
happens the ‘‘heavenly Father is watching 
us all.’’ Even when we face the ‘‘darkness 
and are lost in the night,’’ we still can 
‘just reach out and call his name.”’ 


This is a statement and insight of faith 
that can lead us into 1985 with hope and 
confidence. 


Youth ministry urged as 
issue for bishops’ synod

VATICAN CITY (NC) — Youth 
ministry and religious formation of adults 
should be key issues at the 1986 world 
Synod of Bishops, U.S. members of the 
Pontifical Council for the Laity said 
recently. 


*“There’s a growing concern for young 
people and a desire to be aware of their 


needs and their relationship to the 
Church,’’ said Matthew Knowlton, 
director of youth ministry for the 


Archdiocese of Los Angeles. 


HE’SAID parishes and dioceses should 
improve their efforts to meet the needs of 
young people. 


The evolution of the laity from passive 
to. active participants in. the Church 
requires better spiritual formation, said 
Michael Taylor, a Mount Rainier, Md., 
native active in the charismatic renewal. 


‘“‘There’s a need for spiritual 
conversion which will lead to apostolic 
work,’’ he said: Taylor said there is a 
growing realization among laity that they 
have been ‘called by Christ for action on 
personal and social levels.”’

Louisville to offer a Tridentine mass

(NC) — Archbishop Thomas C. Kelly of Louisville 
announced that at the request of lay people in his 
archdiocese a Mass will be celebrated in the Tridentine 


Rite Jan. 19 under conditions approved by the Vatican in 
October. 


Meanwhile, the New York archdiocese’s liturgical 
commission was preparing guidelines to respond to 
petitions for the Tridentine Mass. But other dioceses 
reported few requests for the old rite, which was replaced 
with the new form of the Mass by Pope Paul VI in 1970. 


ARCHBISHOP KELLY, in a Jan: 2 statement, said 
enough requests had been received to allow the Jan. 19 
Mass, which ‘‘will offer an opportunity to make some 
determination about the future use of this faculty in the 
archdiocese.’’ Auxiliary Bishop Charles G. Maloney of 
Louisville will celebrate the Mass to show it has the 
approval of the archdiocese, the archbishop said. 


In New York, Sister of Charity Janet Baxendale, 
executive secretary of the New York archdiocesan 
liturgical commission, said that about 50 petitions had 
been received as of Jan. 3. 


The commission was preparing guidelines in 
conformance with the Vatican’s restrictions, which then 
must be approved by Auxiliary Bishop Joseph T. 
O’Keefe, vicar general. If approved, requests for Masses 
could be granted on an ad hoc basis, she said, but no 
plans for a archdiocesan-wide Mass were under way. 


THE TRIDENTINE Rite, based on a text approved 

by Pope Pius X in 1570, was last published in 1962. In 
' 1970 Pope Paul called for the liturgy to be celebrated in 
the language of the participants but said Mass could be 
celebrated in Latin so long as the new order of the Mass 
was used. Some traditionalist groups continued using the 
Tridentine Rite in defiance of the Vatican. 


According to the Vatican’s decision to allow the rite, 
the Tridentine Mass must follow the 1962 missal of Pope 
John XXIII in which the Mass is celebrated in Latin. 
However the epistle and Gospel also are read in English 
and the homily is given in English. 


The Vatican announced Oct. 15 that Pope John Paul II 
had given permission for the old rite to be celebrated 
when specific groups request it and with permission from 
the diocesan bishop. It must be used without mixing it 
with the new rite and the participants must demonstrate 
that they accept the liturgical changes made in 1970. 


ARCHBISHOP KELLY said the people who 
requested the Tridentine Mass are more comfortable with 
the old rite. Sister Baxendale said they are mostly older 
people. 

She said one person petitioning for the old rite said, 
“‘Please let it be soon. I don’t know if I can make it till 
next Christmas.”’ 


Sister Baxendale said the liturgical commission may ask 
a person petitioning in behalf of a group to state that the 
group accepts the new rite of the Mass. 


‘““THERE’S A pastoral concern that. we want to 
respond to without catering to people who will not accept 
the new order,’’ she said. 


“It’s not easy to celebrate’’ the complex rite, Sister 
Baxendale added, and the liturgical commission will have 


to verify that priests offering to celebrate the Tridentine- 


Mass know the form and that the old rite is not mixed 
with the new. 


Father Ronald Krisman, associate director of the U.S. 
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Bishops’ Committee on the Liturgy, said his office has not 
heard of dioceses in this country other than Louisville that 
plan to celebrate the Tridentine Mass..- 


IN THE Diocese of Orlando, Fla., Father Nicholas 
King, vicar general, said ‘‘there have been about a half 
dozen inquiries about conducting a Tridentine Mass’’ but 
that ‘‘the conditions necessary for conducting that rite 
have not been fulfilled so we’re not entertaining the 
possibility of having such a Mass in the diocese. It has 
been a complete non-issue.’’ 


Bishop Lawrence J. McNamara of Grand Island, 
Neb., said Jan. 2 said that he had no plans to allow the 
celebration of a Tridentine Mass and that no requests for 
Masses in the Tridentine Rite had been made. 


Father James Billinger, vice chancellor of the Diocese 
of Wichita, Kan., also said there had been no petitions for 
the Tridentine Mass in his diocese. 


A 1980 survey of bishops around the world found that 
there is no great demand for the Tridentine Mass, Father 
Krisman said. He said he does not expect it to be widely 
used now, even though the pope has given permission to 
use it. 


ORANGE — Sister Rosaria Chacon, CSJ, died Dec. 
18 at the motherhouse of the Sisters of St. Joseph of 
Orange. A native of New Mexico, Sister Rosaria came to 
Orange with her family and entered the Congregation of 
the Sisters of St. Joseph in 1927. She served as an 
administrator and teacher for more than 40 years, 
particularly in the Southern California area. Sister 
Rosaria was the first principal of St. John of the Cross

Polish policeman sobs as 
he confesses to murder 


TORUN, Poland (NC) — A Polish secret policeman 
who has admitted participating in the murder of Father 
Jerzy Popieluszko broke down, sobbing, in court Jan. 4 
after telling the judge, ‘‘No one can live with that on his 
conscience.’ : 


Lt. Waldemar Chmielewski, one of four police officers 
on trial in the kidnap-murder of the pro-Solidarity Polish 
priest, told the court the events surrounding Father 
Popieluszko’s death were ‘frightful and cruel.”’ 


‘*NO NORMAL man could live with it,” he said, just 
before he broke down. ‘‘I was sure the whole thing would 
come out sooner or later.”’ 


At the end of his third day of testimony in Torun 
Provincial Court, Chmielewski lost control and was 
unable to speak, according to Western reporters attending 
the trial. They said Chmielewski, who has developed a 
nervous stutter since the murder, was allowed to ‘sit 
during testimony, and his face twitched uncontrollably. 


The lieutenant testified earlier that he had turned away 
in horror twice while his commander, Capt. Grzegorz 
Piotrowski, beat Father Popieluszko, and at one point he 
ran to the car but was ordered to come back and help. 


“IT WAS a long nightmare, but it could have been 
only five or 10 minutes.'It was beyond my understanding. 
It seemed to me that we were overstepping the limits of 
our mission,’’ he testified. 


Chmielewski, 29; Lt. Leszek Pekala, 32; and their 
immediate superior Piotrowski, 33, have admitted to the 
Oct. 19 kidnap and murder of Father Popieluszko, a 
staunch supporter of the banned labor union, Solidarity. 


The priest’s body was found in the frozen Vistula River 
Oct. 30 


Another officer, Col. Adam Pietruszka (their chief in 
the Interior Ministry, which runs Poland’s secret and 
uniformed police) has denied inciting them to commit the 
crime. All four face possible death sentences if convicted 


A QUESTION lingering over the trial, in which 
Pekala also has testified, has been how high in the Interior 
Ministry responsibility for the crime can be placed. 
Pekala and Chmielewski have said they believed they 
would be protected by ‘‘top ranks.”’ 


Chmielewski testified that at least twice he and Pekala 
asked Piotrowski to leave the priest alive on the side of the 
road. Both times they were ordered to ‘‘keep driving”’ 
toward the dam from which they threw the priest’s body 
into the river. 


“J didn’t see any sense in continuing the action,”’ said 
Chmielewski. ‘‘The car was _ unreliable; Waldemar 
Chrostowski (Father Popieluszko’s driver) had run off, 
and I thought we had already accomplished the objective 
of the mission, which was to scare the priest.’’ 


CHMIELEWSKI SAID it ‘‘no longer mattered what 
happened to us. I didn’t care if we would be implicated.”’ 


He said when they arrived at the dam, the three officers 
tied ropes around Father Popieluszko’s legs, neck and 
hands, then tied a 22-pound sack of rocks to his neck. 


‘*All three of us threw the priest into the water,’’ he 


said. 


PEKALA HAD testified that the priest was dead when 
they threw him in the water. An autopsy listed the c cause 
of death as strangulation or pabloveren:

Institute to help gov’t 
‘study war no more’ 


An NC News 
weekly backgrounder and analysis

WASHINGTON (NC) — As if remembering the 
advice in a traditional black American spiritual to lay 
weapons down by the riverside and ‘“‘study war no 
more,”’ the U.S. Congress in 1984 decided the 
government should study peace, not just war. 


It called for establishment of a Peace Institute to do so. 


THE GOVERNMENT has been studying war, in 
various ways, for a long’ time. Along with the three 
military academies there are a National War College, an 
Air War College and numerous other facilities for 
training military personnel in assorted national defense 


skills. 


For at least 40 years, however, proposals have come 
and gone on Capitol Hill for setting up some kind of a 
peace academy, institute or formal pkogram to help train 
U.S. leaders to promote peace. 


That idea has been endorsed by the U.S. Catholic 
bishops, who in their 1983 pastoral letter on war and 
peace urged that ‘‘all citizens support training in conflict 
resolution, non-violent resistance, and programs devoted 
to service to peace and education for peace.”’ 


‘SUCH AN academy would not only provide a center 
for peace studies and activities but also be a tangible 
evidence of our nation’s sincerity in its often-professed 
commitment to international peace and the abolition of 
war,’’ the bishops added. 


As part of the defense authorization package adopted 
by the 98th Congress, a new Peace Institute was allocated 
$4 million for 1985 — the first part of an installment of 
$16 million earmarked by Congress for the institute. But 
federal budget-cutters are looking at scuttling the 
institute, not yet off the ground, as a way of saving 
money. 


With federal budget plans still up in the air pending 
release of the Reagan administration’s proposed fiscal 
1986 budget and the return of Congress to active budget 
work, the fate of the Peace Institute has been uncertain. 


THE INTENTION of the Peace Institute, proponents 
said during congressional debate on the subject in 1984, is 
to teach people to find peaceful means of resolving world 
conflicts, just as the U.S. government has trained its 
military to fight wars as a way of resolving conflict. 
Support for the institute has been bipartisan. 


Unlike the military service academies, the Peace 
Institute would not serve as a college or university as 
such. It would not grant degrees and would be open only 
to those who already hold diplomas. 


What it is intended to do, according to its supporters, is

teach diplomats, foreign affairs specialists, international 
trade experts, and others involved in dealing with the rest 
of the world how to negotiate and mediate disputes, 
manage crises, conduct international discussions, and so 
on. 


IT MIGHT also provide opportunity for study on such 
topics as the causes of conflict, the cultural and religious 
roots of unrest in hotspots like the Middle East, and 
international terrorism, backers suggested. 


President Reagan was to name 11 of the 15 Peace 
Institute directors early this year. The other four were to 
be named by officials of the Defense and State 
departments, Arms Control and Disarmament Agency, 
and National War College. 


If Reagan would leave the posts vacant, the future of 
the institute would be questionable because it would exist 
on paper without leaders. 


NEITHER THE White House nor State Department 
had any» immediate information on Reagan 
administration views on the Peace Institute. 


The United States is not the only country interested in 
setting up a peace academy. Canada’s Parliament voted 
last year as well to set up a Peace Institute. 


U.S. priest abducted 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (NC) — Eight armed men 
kidnapped American Servite Father Lawrence Jenco, 
Catholic Relief Services director in Beirut, Jan. 8, police 
said. 


Just hours after the kidnapping, CRS headquarters in 
New York issued an urgent plea for his release on medical 
grounds. The results of tests taken Jan. 7 showed that 
Father Jenco has a serious heart condition requiring 
immediate hospitalization, and any stress could endanger 


his life, CRS said. 


FATHER JENCO, 50, a native of Joliet, Ill., was 
pulled. out of his car in a residential section of 
predominantly Moslem West Beirut and forced into one 
of two cars in which the eight abductors sped off, police 
said. 


The kidnapping occurred about 7:30 a.m. It was 
originally reported that Father Jenco was being driven to 
work, but CRS in New York later said he was ‘‘en route 
to medical treatment for a severe heart problem.”’ 


CRS spokeswoman Beth Griffin said “‘results came 
back today (Jan. 8)’’ of electrocardiogram (EKG) and 
blood tests given to Father Jenco the previous day. 
“Those results indicated that he should be hospitalized 
immediately,’’-she said. 


IN ITS statement CRS said that Father Jenco’s 
physicians urged his release for ‘‘treatment at the earliest 
possible moment.”’ 


‘‘We had concelebrated Mass (at CRS New York 
offices) for his release this morning,’’ Griffin said. ‘‘We 
prayed for him and for his kidnappers.”’ 


Father Jenco has been director since last September of 
CRS’s million-dollar-a-year releif and assistance program 
in Lebanon. 


BOSTON (NC) — The National Catholic News 
Service incorrectly reported Dec. 3 that Boston College 
quarterback Doug Flutie is not Catholic but attends Mass 


with his girlfriend, who is Catholic. Flutie is Catholic, 
according to Father Joseph T. Greer, pastor at St. Patrick 
Church in Natick, Mass., Flutie’s hometown. 


Bishops’ draft moves 
toward statism, Novak says

WASHINGTON (NC) Catholic philosopher- 
theologian Michael Novak said Jan. 3 that there is a 
thrust toward socialism or statism in the first draft of the 
pastoral letter of the U.S. bishops when it calls for 
guaranteed economic rights. 


At one level, said Novak, the draft document on 
Catholic social teaching and the U.S. economy “‘is clearly 
for democracy...is clearly for capitalism’? and could be 
called ‘‘the most democratic, capitalist document the 
church has ever had:’’ 


BUT ONE of the proposed letter’s most basic goals, 
that of guaranteed economic rights, ‘‘comes from a 
different source’? — one that favors rather than distrusts 
centralized state power, he said. 


Civil and political rights recognized in the U.S. 
Constitution “‘limit the state: they tell it what it cannot 
do,’’ said Novak. Guaranteed economic rights “‘do the 
reverse: they command the state to do something.”’ 


Novak, director of the American Enterprise Institute’s 
Center for Religion, Philosophy and Public Policy, spoke 
at a press conference in Washington called to introduce 
his new book, Freedom with Justice: Catholic Social 
Thought and Liberal Institutions. : 


A BASIC premise of the book is that liberal democratic 
institutions and the liberal cultural ethos are the best 
practical mechanisms for achieving the ideals preached by 
Catholic social thought. 

Novak emphasized that he was speaking of ‘‘liberal’’ in 
the classic sense of liberalism, which in U.S. political 
terms today would more commonly be called 
conservative. 


‘He said the Church has always been suspicious of or 
antagonistic toward liberalism as a theory, even though in 
practice it has gradually come to endorse many of the 
institutions developed by liberal democratic societies. 


“‘THERE IS a contest for the soul of the Catholic 
Church between those led by the Marxist or socialist ideal 
and those led by the liberal ideal,’’ he said. 


Liberalism, said Novak, relies heavily on and favors 
the virtues of economic activism — invention, creativity, 
willingness to take risks, capacity to do good work, 
willingness to save, and capacity to associate and 
cooperate. 


Too many cultures around the world ridicule economic 
activists, although creation of new wealth through 
entrepreneurship is the path out of poverty, he said. 


DESPITE THE track record of liberal societies 
compared with socialist ones on both human rights and 
economic progress, liberalism is taking a beating in the 
academic world because it lacks theoreticians, he said. 


He suggested as an alternative to Latin American 
liberation theology the view that ‘‘there is already a_ 
liberation theology in North America, whose symbol is 
the Statue of Liberty.”’ 


What the U:S. bishops say in the final version of their 
pastoral letter ‘‘will have a very important effect on the 
bishops of Latin America,’’ Novak said, and for that 
reason he thinks it important that the U.S. bishops spell 
out what is valuable for Catholic social teaching in the 
experience of the U.S. liberal economic tradition. 


NOVAK AND former U.S. Treasury Secretary 
William Simon formed a commission of prominent 
Catholic Americans last year to write a lay letter parallel 
to the bishops’ pastoral letter.

Would-be-papal-assassin wants clemency

ROME (NC) — Mehmet Ali Agca, the 
Turk serving a life sentence for the 1981 
shooting of Pope John Paul II, has asked 
the Italian uh 


state for clemency ‘‘on 
humanitarian grounds.’’ 


Agca made the request during a recent 
90-minute interview in Rome’s Rebibbia 
Prison with a reporter for the Italian 
Catholic weekly, I1 Sabato. It was the first 
such interview allowed by prison 
authorities since Agca’s conviction and 
was published in the magazine’s Dec. 22 
issue. 


IN THE interview, the 26-year-old 
would-be assassin also described his 1983 
prison-cell meeting with Pope John Paul 
as ‘‘solely personal’’ and said he felt the 
pope was now “‘like a brother’’ to him. 
He said he did not ask the pope for 
anything during their private encounter 
last December. 


‘But I am asking, in this interview, that 
the Italian state grant me clemency, on 
humanitarian grounds,’’ Agca added. 


Agca said he had cooperated with

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investigating authorities ‘‘without 
preconditions’? and without expecting 
anything in return. But he said that the 
coming trial of seven alleged co- 
conspirators in the shooting ‘‘will 
certainly be decisive for my legal 
situation.”’ 


THE ACCUSED, four other Turks 
and three Bulgarians, have been 
implicated by testimony Agca gave to 
investigators after his own trial. 


The interview marked the first time 
Agca has publicly asked for clemency or 
referred to his cooperation with 
investigators as grounds for a possible 
change in status. 


It was conducted in the presence of one 
prison official, the magazine said, and 
was not subject to censorship afterward. 


AGCA SAID that even before Pope 
John Paul came to visit him, he had 
begun to understand the pope’s 
‘‘completely human attitude.” Their 
meeting, Agca added, ‘‘is the historic 
demonstration that reconciliation is 
possible.”’ ;

Stones hits and greetings in various languages, one of 
them from then-U.N. Secretary General Kurt Waldheim.

He then 
recruits the terrified yet fascinated young widow to take 
him by car to Arizona, where he must meet up again with 
his fellow explorers. 


The heart of the film is the relationship that develops 
between this extraterrestrial and Jenny. At the same time, 
he observes human life carefully, does his best to better 
his grip on the language (thanks to Waldheim’s example, 
his accent is vaguely Germanic) and learns to manage his 
strange new form in a more natural way. 


BRIDGES CARRIES this off in a tour-de-force 
performance, and Allen is right behind in an affecting 
portrayal of Jenny, who, despite her initial fears, begins 
to hope against hope that the happiness she had known 
with her beloved husband is not gone forever. 


A subplot involving the mindless pursuit of the fugitive 
couple by a fanatical government agent (Richard Jaeckel) 
with the reluctant aid of a humane subordinate (Charles 
Martin Smith) is too preposterous to be credible and 
remains a distraction throughout. 


The major credit for the success of Starman, after 
crediting the two principals, should go to writers Raynold 
Gideon and Bruce A. Evans. Director John Carpenter, 
who has given us nothing but gory schlock up to now, 
wisely remains in the background. 


THERE IS a brief, restrained bedroom scene, some 
moderate violence and a few vulgar words. The U.S. 
Catholic Conference has classified it A-II — adults and 
adolescents. The Motion Picture Association of America 
rating is PG — parental guidance suggested.

Visitadores proclaman el amor de Dios

SAN DIEGO — Como continuacidn del programa 
diocesano de 1980 ‘‘Come Home for Christmas’ 


_(Regresa al Hogar para Navidad), comenz6é un programa 


para atraer catdlicos hispanos que se han alejado de la 
Iglesia a volver a ella. 


Cerca de 700 personas han sido adiestrados por los 
Visitadores por Cristo para ir a los vecindarios hispanos e 
informar a la gente alli ‘‘del amor de Dios y Jesucristo,”’ 
dijo Guadalupe Huerta, la coordinadora del programa. 


‘“*PARA ACEPTAR a Cristo y seguirlo, una persona 
tiene que saber mds sobre la fe,’’ dijo Huerta. 
Participantes en el programa reciben un entrenamiento 
bdsico de 12 horas en donde aprenden de la Biblia, los 
sacramentos y el lugar de Marfa en la Iglesia,” dijo ella. 


Los entrenamientos en el catolicismo dan el 
conocimiento necesario para responder a preguntas sobre 
la fe, dijo la coordinadora. 


La Hermana Alicia Sarre, de la oficina diocesana de 
Evangelizacién Hispana, dijo que la instruccién que 
reciben los visitadores les ayuda a soportar ‘‘ataques’’ por 
miembros de otras religiones. ‘‘Algunos (catdlicos 
hispanos) han dejado la Iglesia porque estén ignorante y 
no conocen su fe,’’ dijo la Hermana Sarre. 


QUINCE PARROQUIAS participan en el programa, 
dijo Huerta. Participantes trabajan como equipos en una 
parroquia, visitando a hogares durante el dia y la noche, 
explicé ella. 

Algunos visitadores han ido de puerta en puerta 
tomando un censo para determinar las necesidades de las 
personas dentro de la parroquia, dijo Huerta, citando a 
Nuestra Sefiora del Monte Carmelo, en San Ysidro, 
como ejemplo. 


Cuando visitan a un hogar, visitadores hablan con la 
gente por tanto tiempo como quieran escuchar, dijo la 
coordinadora.’ 


PARA DETERMINAR cuales casas visitar, los 
visitadores buscan las calles donde viven hispanos, dijo 
ella. En Nuestra Sefiora del Sagrado Corazén, explicéd 
ella, pusieron una mesa afuera de la Misa en espafiol. 
Pidieron los nombres de parientes y vecinos que no van a 
Misa de los que asistieron para que un visitador pudiera ir 
a sus hogares, dijo Huerta. 


Visitadores reciben tarjetas de identificacién, firmados 
por su pdérroco, que presentan cuando visitan a hogares, 
explicé Huerta. 


Los visitadores invitan a los que visitan a Misa, 
informdndoles de la hora de Misas en espajiol y de los 
programas en espafiol disponibles en la parroquia, dijo 
ella. ‘‘Algunos (hispanos) no van a Misa porque no saben 


en donde esté la iglesia o que hay Misas en espafiol,’’ dijo 
la coordinadora. ; 


“(PERSONAS DE otras religiones estan sorprendidos 
de que los catdlicos estén haciendo esto (yendo de puerta 
en puerta), noté Huerta. ‘‘De verdad, se puede decir, que 
estén sorprendidos agradablemente,’’ afiadid. Algunos 
‘‘animan a los visitadores a continuarlo’’ (las visitas), dijo 
ella. 


El impacto mas grande del programa ha sido que mas 
padres han llevado a sus nifios a los cursos de catecismo, 
comenté Huerta. Sin embargo, el programa ha atrafdo 
mds adultos a actividades como estudios de la Biblia, 
noto. 


Otro resultado del programa es que, después de que los 
hispanos se hacen activos en la Iglesia por medio de los 
visitadores, comienzan a participar en. otras actividades 
hispanas dentro de la Iglesia, dijo Huerta. Algunos se han 
comprometidos a RENEW; otros a la catequesis; y otros 
en los programas de evangelizacién hispana, explicé ella. 


PORQUE ALGUNOS visitadores se van a otros 
programas, nuevos participantes siempre estan 
recibiendo entrenamiento, explicéd Huerta. Aunque 
centenares han sido preparados durante los ultimos tres 
afios, todos no han salido como visitadores, dijo Huerta. 
“‘Como dice la Biblia, muchos son llamados, pero pocos 
responden...pero por lo menos han sido educados en 
religidn,’’ notd. 

Libros y folletos escritos sencillamente en espafiol son 
usados por los visitadores para ensefiar la fe catdlica, dijo 
Huerta. Asuntos como la Misa y oracién se presentan en 
la literatura, explicd. 


Ademiés de visitas a hogares, un equipo de vistadores 
va al Metropolitan Correctional Center regularmente, notd la 
coordinadora. Cuando estan alli, algunos rezan el rosario 
con los prisioneros mientras que otros dan instrucciones 
en la Biblia, explicd. 

VISITADORES POR Cristo es un programa de 
“‘discipulado’’ que mantiene a los participantes en la 
Iglesia porque se sienten necesitados, comenté Huerta. Si 
los sacerdotes y las religiosas que trabajan con 
hispanoparlantes apoyan a los visitadores como apoyan a 
RENEW, el programa no solamente continuard pero se 
pondra mas fuerte, afiadié la coordinadora.
